GONFESSION BY ONE DOCTOR

"House of Mystery” in Bellevue, Pa.
Raided by County Prosecutor Jack
son—Dorothy Arnold Is Mentioned.

That the mystery concerning the
disappearance of several women wil
be explained District Attorney R, H
Jackson of Allegheny county, Pa, be
lleves will result from a rald made by
connty detectives on a house on the
outskirts of Bellevue, Pltisburg sub
urb, which for three years lias boeoer
known as “The House of Mystery."

Those now under arrest are Dr,
C. Meredith, with offices in  the
Schmidt buflding, Fifth avenue: Dr.
H. E. Lutz, with offices in the.Penn
bullding, Penn avenue, and Miss Lucy
Dorothy Orr, allns .Lugy Dorothy
Damms, a nurse and alleged partnes
of Df, Meradith,

Ball honds aggregating $22,000 were
furnished and the release obtained of
the trio. Later Dr. Meredith and Miss
Orr were rtearrested on the charge
of murder,

In & sworn aflidavit made belove
District Attorney R. H. Jackson, aftar
hia arrest, Dr. H. E. Lutz sald in parl:

“About the middle of Murch, 1918,
Mrs. Myrtle Allison applied for atten
tion at my office on the second foor
of the Penn bullding on Penn avenue
and collapsed. On examination T saw
that she was suffering from the of-
fects ol an operation.

T asked her wio had performed the
operation and in the presence of my
nurse and another physician she mado
an ante-morten statement ehnrging
Dr. C. . Meredith with performing
the operation.

“After a greal denl of difculty 1
succerded in reaching Dr. Meredith
by telephone. 1 told him that the wo-
man's condition was very precarions
and said that he must come at once
and take her away.

FOUR CUNMEN
ELECTROCUTED

Expiate In Chair Murder of
Gambler Rosenthal

CONFESSION BY ‘DAGO FRANK'

Vallon, Horowitz and Rosenberg Fireo
Shots That Killed Rosenthal, Sayt
Cirofici — Lewis' Gun Missed Fire

The four gunmen convicted of the
death of Herman Rosenthal the gam
bler, were put to death in the slec
tric chair In Sing Sing prison, New
York.

It required just thirty-nine minutos
to execute the gunmen, who went &
their death fn this order:

Frank Ciroficl, alias “Dago Frank:
Jacob Seidenschner, alias  “Frank
Mueller” and “Whitey Lewis:" Hars
Horowitz, allas “Gyp the Blood,” and
Louis Rosenberg, alias “Lefty Louie.”

“Dago Frank™ at the eleventh how
made a confession, but it did not keay
him from the electric chair,

Ciroflel would have confessed sev
eral days ago, but for the fact that
he had been terrorized by the othe
three gunmen with threats of death 1e
his mother and sister if he told any
thing, The gunmen were fearful lest
he should tell and communicated i
him these threats,

Onee when  Father Cashin  was
talking to Cirofici he heard the thres
other gunmen talking in Jewish. Tl
priest understood the langiage and
heard Gyp say: “Frank I8 going t¢
pleces; ha's telling on the rest of us*

Warden Clancy, knowing that Ciro
fiel was terrorized, brought Wim from
the cell to the office of the keepm
where he made his confession.

Warden Cluncy pointed ont that
Cirofici really thoupht he was inno
cent bhecanse he did not take part in
the actual shooting,

Whitey Lewia thought he was In
nocent because he did not fire a shot

Briefly Ciroficl declarad:

The four of them were hired not to
kil Herman Rosenthal but  Jolin
Langer, or “"Dollar John,” a gambla
who was about to corroborate the
statement mede by Rosenthal to At
torney Whitman., Rosenthal had shot
hiz bolt and they ware to prevent any
harder blows,

The four journeyed to Rockaway in
an anto early on the evening of July
15 to kill "Doilar John.” They met
him, but it wag In a situation whers
it was fmpogrsible for them to do what
they were sent to do,

They rode first to o eafe in Second
avenue, from where he (Ciroflel) went
to his home ut 145th street and Tth
avenue. Later he was awakened by
a whistle which took him to the win
dow. He saw on the sidewalk, “Jack"
Rose, Harry Vallon and Sam Sclhiepps
who told hLim the other bovs wers
waiting for him af Bridgie Webber's
poker room,

He was informed thers by “Gyp the

Blood" that there was something
elge to be done. Rose and Vallon were
presont.

Bridgie Webler came In to say that
the —— was at the Metropole.

"Lefty Lowie™ told him it was to be
Herman Rosenthal, the man who had
squealed,

On the sidewalk a messenger
whispered to him that Jean Gordon,
his girl companion, was under arrest
uptown whereupon he left the party.

Later that morning the three men
came to hig Nat, where they talked
about the murder and told him that
Hurry Vallon had fAred one ghot, but
that Whitey Lewls had been entirely
nseless because his gun had missed
fire.

The following day he received one
fourth of §1,000 for the murder,

Supplomenting all this was a re
mark dropped four duys ago by Rosen.
burg, the mo=t intelllgent and the
leader of the guartet, that Frank was
not present at the killing and Whitey
Lewis had not shiot for a very good
rearon. .
